The  siluation  In  tliis  port  and  Santos  .i.'< 
daily  becoming  worse  and  worse.  No  now 
facilities  have  been  adopted  for  the  loadiiii; 
and  discharsfe  of  merchandise,  and  no  slops 
have  been  taken,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  io 
secure  such  facilities  in  thenearfuture.  An 
order  lias  been  given,  we  hear,  for  iIk' 
building  of  a  considerable  number  of  luw 
lighters,  but  these  are  not  likely  tobp  ie;nly 
for  a  long  time  to  come.  In  the  menu- 
time  we  shall  have  the  hot  season  upon  lis 
when  the  discharge  of  cargoes  will  go  on 
even  more  slowly,  than  now.  Wliat  ilie 
result  is  to  be  lio  one  dare  predict.  Alilile 
more  complication  and  the  accunuilatioti 
of  a  few  more  vessels,  will  completely  block 
the  port,  and  this  blocking  can  not  fail  u< 
produce  very  serious  consequences,  btilh 
financially  and  socially.  .  Brazil  is  too  much 
dependent  upon  her  foreign  trade  to  escape 
harm  from  even  the  slightest  obstruction  to 
her  fortjign  trade.  It  means  low  e.xcbange, 
it  means  high  prices,  it  means  discontent 
among  the  people  and  disorganization 
among  workingmen.  However  light  may 
be  the  consequences  of  such  evils,  they  are 
always  serious  enough  to  be  avoided,  and 
jusl  here  is  to  be  found  the  most  serious 
feature  of  the  situation — the  apathy  anti  -in- 
ditlerence  of  the  government.  In  Santo.s 
there  are  over  two  hundred  vessels  in  port 
waiting  to  discharge,  but  the  government 
is  not  making  the  sliglitest  visible  effort   to 
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fiirnisli  additional  facilities  to  relieve  tlie 
block.  At,  the  present  rate  of  diBclmrpre,  it 
i<i  estimated  tliat  it  will  take  eighteen  months 
to  discharn;e  the  vessels  now  in  [mrt,  to  s;iy 
nothing  uf  the  new  arrivals.  Such  ;i 
situation  surely  ought  to  arouse  some  Mtlk' 
solicitu(t<!  for  the  harm  which  it  must  un- 
avoidably occasion  to  the  trade  of  the 
country.  Still  more,  it  ought  to  excite  a 
stinging  sense  of  shame  among  the  Brazilian 
'  people  because  of  the  mere  existence  of 
such  a  situation,  for  it  not  only  demon- 
strates unbounded  apathy  and  Indifference, 
hut  it  indicates  an  all-pervading  incapacity 
in  the  administration  ol  public  affairs. 
There  can  be  no  escape  from  the  conclusion 
that  thorough  incapjicity  is  at  the  bottom  of 
all  the  trouble,  and  that  it  exists  in  every 
branch  of  the  public  service.  It  is  just  as 
pronounced  in  the  minister  who  cannot  he 
made  lo  see  and  appreciate  the  gravity  of 
the  situation,  as  in  the  foreman  of  a  gang 
o(  laborers,  wlio  manages  to  handle  less  thaii 
a  (piarter  of  the  merchandise  which  ought 
to  be  moved  by  tlie  men  under  his  orders. 
In  Santos  there  is  one  weighing-machine  in 
the  custom-house  over  'whicli  alt  the  enlrJes 
must  pass,  and  there  is  no  one  energetic 
and  capable  enough  to  doplicate  and  tripli- 
cate the  weighing' facilities  of  the  place. 
Here  the  .streets  and  passages  are  blocked 
with  uK-rcliandise,  and  then  everybody  nmsL 
sit  down  until  the  obstacles,  are  leisureh' 
removed.  It  is,  perhaps,  hopeless  to  expect 
any  remedy  under  existing  condiijons,  but 
the  truth  must  be  told -nevertheless.  If  the 
authorities  cannot  be  induced  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  reliel  of  commerce,  then  it 
should  be  told  in  the  plainest  words  what 
consequences  are  sure  to  result. 


fatal  outbreak  of  accesso  ftgrnicioso.  Street - 
watering  may  not  be  an  element  of  cleanli- 
ness, but  it  certainly  helps  to  reduce  the 
temperature  and  to  lay  the  dust,  both  dan- 
gerous elements  of  disease  propagation  in 
cities.  We  trust  the  health  authorities  will 
give  this  matter  early  consideration,  and 
then  see  that  street- watering  is  resumed, 
even  if  street- washing  is  not  found  lo  be 
piaciicable. 


It  should  be  made  clear  to  the  committee 
on  legislation  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
that  every  exception  in  the  project  for  the 
abolition  of  lotteries  diminishes  the  moral 
and  practical  value  of  the  measure.  If  there 
are  good  and  sound  reasons  for  the  abolition 
of  lotteries,  then  these  reasons  must  affect  all 
existing  concessions  as  well  as  those  which 
may  be  made  in  the  future  ;  while,  on  the 
contrary,  every  reason  adduced  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  any  particular  lottery  concession 
must  hold  good  for  all.  It  is  universally 
admittetl  by  men  competent  to  form,an 
opinion  that  lotteries  are  an  evil  and  are  the 
cause  of  vice  and  impoverishment  among 
the  masses.  Even  here  in  Brazil,  where  the 
lottery  has  been  a  recognized  institution, 
pr6tests  have  been  made  again  andagain 
against  its  continuance.  The  occasion  of 
tlie  present  effort  to  abolish  lotteries  is  based 
likewise  on  a  steadily  growing  senliment 
that  they  are  immoral  and  demoralizing. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  however,  the  com- 
mittee does  not  hesitate  to  recommend  thai 
an  exception  be  made  in  favor  of  loiteries 
granted  to  charitable  fnstitutions.  Are  we 
to  understand  by  this  that  a  vice  must  bu 
continued  as  a  support  for  charity  ?  And 
rhust  we  believe  that  there  are  no  other 
productive  sources  for  charily  except  ihose 
which  cultivate  and  protect  vicious  practices  ? 
Let  the  committee  consider  the  matter 
again  and  see  if  we  can  not  support  all  our 
ciiarilies  without  the  pernicious  assistance 
6f  Uuteries  I 


\Vk  regret  to  note  that  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  city  still  continues  to  be  the 
subject  of  constant  and  just  complaint. 
Very  slight  diminution,  if  any,  can  be 
noted  in  the  epidemic  of  small-pox,  the 
average  death  rate  from  that  disease  still 
continuing  above  thirty  a  day.  The  streets 
continue  dirty  and  neglected  also,  and  we 
are  now  upon  the  threshold  of  the  hot 
season.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  intense 
heat  of  the  past  three  days  has  produced  a 
number  of  cases  of  accesso perniciow,  from 
which  serious  results  .arc  to  be  anticipated 
during  the  summer  if  something  is  not  done 
to  improve  our  streets.  An  Italian  scientist 
has  recently  called  attention  to  the  agency 
of  street  dust  in  the  propagation  of  epi- 
demic diseases,  the  germs  of  which  are 
blown  about  with  tlie  dust,  and  from  which 
there  is  no  escape.  ,  The  theory  is  certainly 
a  reasonablie 'one,  for  like  dust  the  dried 
germs  of  disease  are  taken  into  the  nostrils 
and  lungs  to  germinate  and  destroy.  Clean 
well-washed  streets  are  certainly  most 
necessary  for  the  health  of  a  city,  and  it  is 
to  this  end  that  every  effort  should  be 
directed.  We  know  from  experience,  that 
the  mere  suspension  of  street-watering  some 
two  or  three  years  ago  has  led  to  very  bad 
results,  the  first  season  being  marked  by   a 


The  financial  situation  is.still  the  chief 
subject  of  discussion  in  business  and  official 
circles,  but  is  to-day  as  far  from  a  satisfac- 
tory settlement  as  eye r.  During  the  past 
week  the  two  houses  of  Congress  have 
appointed  a  joint  committee  to  consider  the 
question  and  report  a  measure,  but  as  the 
men  who  are  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
situation  were  appointed  on  this  committee 
there  is  very  little  hope  of  any  good  result. 
In  the  first  place,  the  committee  will  be 
divided,  hence  only  a  compromise  measure 
can  be  expected.  In  the  second  place,  the 
fear  of  precipitating  a  financial  crash  will 
lead  to  (he  adoption  of  temporizing  and 
half  measures  in  respect  to  the  Banco  da 
Republica.  And,  in  the  third  place,  that 
indefinable  sentiment  called  cont'emphi^ao 
will  lead  both  the  committee  and  Congress 
to  accede  all  they  can  to  the  exigencies  of 
Messrs.  Barbosa  and  Mayrink,  the  authors 
in  great  part  of  the  present  situation.  In 
view  of  all  this  we  can  not  encourage  any. 
expectation  of  a  reversal  of  the  pernicious 
policy  which  has  been  forced  upon  the 
country  by  these  two  men.  They  have 
already  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  adhesion 
of  the  minister  of  finance,  who  now  demands 
further  issues  of  paper  currency  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  600,000,000$,  and  a  continuation 
of  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  Mr.  Mayrink's 
Banco  da  Republica.  -According  to  the 
Jornal  do  Brazil  \^tYi\xv\  committee  met  yes- 
terday and  adopted  the  following  bases  lor  the 
new  project  ;— (i)  Limiting  the  emission  to 
present  issues,  allowing  the  regional  banks, 
however,  to  complete  the  issues  authorized, 
but  restricting  such  issues  to  their  respective 
districts  ;  (2)  Restoring  the  coin  deposits  to 
guarantee  currency  issues  ;  {3)  Exonerating 
the  Banco  da  Republica  from  the  obligation 
to  redeem  government  notes;  (4)  substi- 
tuting the  1$  and  2$  notes  by  silver;  (5) 
Compelling  the  is.sue  banks  to  reform  their 
portfolios  in  accordance  with  the  lawwitliin 
five  years;  (6)  Restoring  to  the  banks  the 
interest  on  the  bonds  deposited,  i%  of 
which  will  be  devoted  to  the  redemption  oi 
yjoverninent  notes ;  and  (8)  Fiscalizing  the 
banks  in  accordance  with  the  Senate  pro- 
ject on  that  subject.  This  is  clearly  a  com- 
promise between  the  measures' advocated  by 
the  government  and  the  chamber  committee, 
and  is  either  unsatisfactory,  or  worthless,  at 
every  point  hut  one.  To  limit  the  circu- 
lation to  the  present  issue,  and  then 
authorize  the  regional  banks  to  complete 
their  authorized  issues,  is  simply  a  trick,  for 
to  complete  these  authorizations  is  to  raise 
the  aggregate  issue  to  the  600,000,000$ 
which  the  minister  and  his  advisers  demand. 
Limiting  the.se  issues  to  each  bank's  dis- 
trict is  no  advantage  ;  it  will  make  matters 
even  worse.  The  one  measure  worthy  of 
commendation  is  that  providing  for  tlie 
relnrn  of  the  gold  deposits  to  tlie  treasury. 
IJeyond  that  tliere  is  not  one  single  recom- 
mendation wiiich  will  either  inspire  con- 
titience  or  le.ad  toa  good  result.  If  this  is 
all  the  joint  commission  has  to  recommend, 
then  Congress  has  certainly  been  losing 
vaUiaiile  time.

Whalever  may  have  lieen  the  causes  of  their 
fitght,  and  adtnilting  ihe  certtiin  chiini  of  exagger- 
ation, the  simple  lact  remains  that  these  poor 
|>eopI<:  are  \w\  lieiiig  treated  justly  and  humanely. 
As  a  iiilt;  ihe  l^utopeaii  inimigrnnt  is  totally  unruled 
for  a  .-iliug^le  with  the  great  untani.ihle  wilderness 
of  the  Aiiiazun.  If  kindly  treated  some  of  them 
miglil  iiecome  accustomed  to  tlie  country,  particu- 
iarly  if  lututt'd  on  the  high  and'open  districis  at  a 
distanL-e  (nmi  the  river,  but  as  a  rule  Ihey  wdl  feel 
themselves  deceived  and  badly  treated.  Add  to 
this  a  harsh  taskmaster,  or  a  lyranuiziug  otficial, 
and  We  have  cause  enough  for  an  ordinary  attempt 
to  escipc.  Under  the  circumstances,  somelluHg 
should  ceiiaiidy  l)e  done  to  prevent  the  transpor- 
lation  ij(  tiiese  poor  ignorant  people  to  unsuitable 
l)laces,  ;uid  10  protect  them  agamst  the  harsh 
exactiniis  ol  contractors  wlio  are  insensible  lo  every 
other  leelmg  than  the  gratification  of  their  savage 
passiiiiis,  Lind  the  v;ains  ot  badly-paid,  whip-driven 
tabor.

—Now  that  the  worst  lias  been  realized,  the 
Argentine  legislators  have  resolved  upon  the 
oflici.-ii  inspection  of  joint-stoclc^companies. 

—President  Pellegrini  hits  obtained  a  leave  of 
absence  for  the  recovery  of  Ids  health,  and  hasgone 
to  tlie  province  of  Santa  F(5.  It  is  rumored  that 
he  is  meditating  resignation. 

— It  is  now  proposed  to  reduce  Hie  Argentine 
currency  to  a  standard  ecpiivalent  lo  a  premium  of 
250,  to  make  llie  issue  legal  lender,  and  lo  grant  a 
v;eneral  moralurium  of  two  years  for  all  debts 
payable  in  gold.     . 

— The  Argentine  deputies  voted  the  projecffora 
new  national  bank  on  tlie  2nd,  which  is  to  l>e  called 
the  Banco  da  Nacion  Argentina.  Thepress'is  very 
generally  op[io.^ed  to  the  scheme,  as  il  will  serve 
only  to  contimie  cvListing  evils.  It  has  still  to  pass 
the  Senate. 

—  The  Cleary  'Opera  Company  left  Montevideo 
for  Valparaiso  on  the  161I1  ulu  We  are  informed 
that  the  sea.son  at  the  River  was  not  so  profuable  as 
its  plucky  manager  hoped.  Some  ol  our  exchanges 
seein.to  think  that  English  opera  cannot  comj>ete 
willi  the  i''renc!i  and  Italian  article. 

• — There  were  820  steamship  and  611  sailing 
vessel  arrivals  at  Montevideo  during  1S90,  ol 
which  365  steamers  and  199  sailing  .vessels  were 
under  tlie  Briti.sh  flag.  Norway  was  represented 
by  190  sailing  vessels  and  3  sleamers,  while  the 
United  State*  figured  at  16  sailing  vessels  and  one 
steamer. 

—Major  Barritt  of  the  Salvation  Army  has  ac- 
fjuired  land  at  Lujan,  Argentina,  for  his  farm 
colony,  and  has  already  sent  a  number  of  men  to 
work  on  it,  but  he  intends  10  make  a  determined 
ciTorl  to  obtain  einpliiyment  for  the  still  larger 
number  still  wandering  about  Buenos  Aires  unable 
to  lind  work. 

— Social  distinctions  do  not  seem  lo  count  for 
much  in  t\'traguay.  We  hear  liiat  the  daughter,'  of 
the  President  is  shortly  lo  be  married  to  the  director 
of  a  newspaper  m  Buenos  Aires,  and  not  a  very 
iiiiponant  paper  al  that.  It  is  not  in  every  country 
w  here  an  obscure  journalist  can  aspire  to  the  hand 
of  a  President's  daughter, — Montevidto  Times, 

— U  is  reported  in  our  Plaiine  exchanges  that 
t!ie  capture  of  Valparaiso  and  the  subsequent 
defeat  ol  Balmaceda's  forces  was  due  to  a  liberal 
use  of  money,  rather  than  hard  fighting.  We  shall 
be  very  sorry  to  liear  that  the  Chiliaii  revolution,' 
like  the  July  revolt  in  Uucnos  Aires,  was  settled  in 
so  mercenary  a  way.  It  spoils  one's  satisfactron 
over  the  results  of  the  struggle. 

—  Buenos  Aires  has  one  of  the  most  reckless 
thieves  on  record.  'He  broke  into  the  office  of 
the  San  Felipe  theatre  a  few  days  ago  and  stole  5 
shares  of  the  Banco  Nacional  and  50  shares  of  the 
Compaliia  Nacioual,  nominal,  value  $5,500,  real 
value  $100.  The  thief  who  will  condescend  to 
steal  such  worthless  securities  ought  to  be  turned 
out  of  his  profession,  for  he  is  either  wholly 
without  seif-respecl,'Or  he  is  too  reckless  in  bis 
operations  lo  be  Lrusled. 


—There  wns  nothing  particiilarty  new  in  financial 
circles  yeit«rday,  nor  is  Anything  expected  ff>r  llie 
present,  until  the  debates  commence  on  the  fiireign 
debt  bill.  The  idea  seems  lo  l)c  guining  ground, 
however,  that  the  Brniilian  ofTers  forreorganisalion 
of  the  National  Bank  haveeitlier  virtually  collauserl, 
or  will  not  \yt  accepted  until  considera!>ly  modified. 
We  are  not  able  lo  say,  as  yet,  whether  the  en- 
eciitivehas  turned  iu  attention  lo  other  proposals 
wliich  have  been  nvi<le  for  this  object,  some  of  winch 
have  alio  theclaimof  ■^tm'Wy.  —  MontmiUo  7'imes.  ' 

--The  scheme  now  afloat  for  doing  the  foreigners 
the  honor  of  compulsory  citizenship  on  certain 
conditions  is  not  likely  to  be  taken  much  notice  of, 
as  not  many  foreigners  tfither  vtish  to  become  Ar- 
gentine cilizens,  or  would  allow  ihemselves  lo  lie 
sd  honored.  In  Ihe  first  place,  it  is  not  in  the  . 
power  ol  Argentina  lo  force  resident  foreigners  to 
accept  her  protection  (1),  neither  is  it  in  the  power 
of  foreigners  lo  throw  off  the  claims  of  their  own 
government  to  their  services  at  the  will  ol  Argen- 
tina. No  doubt  it  would  be  an  excellent  thing  lor 
this  country  were  such  a  thing  possible,  for  it 
would  practically  mean  that  the  country  would  he 
handed  over  lo  the  foreigners,  but  in  its  present 
discreditable  position  it  would  be  neither  an  honor 
lo  the  foreigner  to  become  an  Argentine  citizen,  or 
to  be  enrolled  on  the  lists  of  the  national  guard. 
We  don't  think  that  Dr.  Moulina's  bill  will  have 
the  slightest  effect  upon  foreigners  even"  if  made 
\s.vi.~ Argentine  iVetos,  Sept.  26tli. 

—The  victory  of  the  Chilian  revolutionists  and' 
their  subsequent  behavior,  has  done  much  to  dis- 
pel the  enthusiasm  displayed  some  time  back  over 
their  cause  arid  their  supposed  magnificent  victory  ; 
won  we  were  told  by  strategy  and  hard  fighting, 
but  which  we  now  learn  to  have  resulted  from 
suborning  tlie  enemy,  wlio  murdered  their  own 
generals,  so  that  after  all  the  victory  was  llie  out- 
come of  foul  means,  and  not  of  fighting  at  alt ;  and 
the  subsequent  behavior  of  the  once  thought  p-irty 
of  irreproachable  conduct,  has  been  more  fit  for 
savages  than  civilised  beings.  The  torturing  and 
wholesale  murdering  of  opponents  cannot  meet 
with  public  sympathy  or  command  any  respect,  but 
goes  far  to  prove  that  the  new  ■  government  Is 
imbued  with  the  saineepinl  as  the  ex-dictator  was, 
without  having  the  excuse  of  fighting  a  desperate 
cause.  It  seems  a  queer  form  of  popular  govern- 
ment that  permits  the  wholesale  assassination  of 
political  opponents  and  of  torturing  unfortunate 
prisoners  taken  in  \}i{{\t.—Atge>iiiiu  A'cws, 
Sept.  26ih. 


Legislative  Notes 

Septemuer  26.— iVwrtfe,— -The  Senate  decided 
by  a  vote  of  23  to  21  that  the  vote  of  Senator  Pedro 
Paulino  on  the  incompatibility  bill  should  not  be 
counted.  In  virtue  of  this  decision  the  vote  stood 
29  to  14  and  the  bill  was  consequently  pas.ied  t)y  a 
t\Vo-thirds  vole.  Senator  Pedro  Paulino  tendered 
his  resignation  of  his  seat  in  (he  Senate  and  de- 
clared that  he  would  also  resign  the  office  of 
governor  of  Alagoas.  Senator  Jnse  Hygino  moved 
thai  the  discussion  of  the'  bill  on  banks  ol  issue 
should  be  postponed  until  the  bill  now  in  discussion 
m  iheChamlier  ol  Deputies  shall  have  reached  the 
Senate.  Senator  Theodureto  do  Souto  opposed 
the  motion,  which  was  lost  by  want  of  a  quorum. 
Chamkr  of  DepiilUs.—Th^  number  of  deputies 
present  was  not  sudicient  to  form  a  quorum.  The 
committee  on  legislation  reported  on  the  bill  abol- 
ishing loiteries,  proposmg  an  amendment  excepting 
b'om.llie  provisions  ol  the  bili  the  loiteries  already 
granted  to  diaritable  institutions.  The  same  com- 
mittee reported  against  the  Senate  bill  on  the 
punishment  of  the  crime  of  cattle  stealing.  In  the 
opinion  of  this  committee  only  slate  legislatures  are 
competent  to  legislate  on  this  subject.  The  budget 
committee  reported  in  favor  sf  reducing  from 
i5.ij''35'$"59to  I3.396,356$6S9  Hie  estimate  of 
expenditures  for  the  department  of  the  navy. 

September  28.— 5f.'f(7/^.— Senator  Ramiro  Bar- 
cellos,  in  speaking  on  the  bill  on  banks  of  issue, 
said  that  the  companies  recently  organised  had  con- 
sumed 196,000,000*000  of  the  issue  ol  banks 
without  the  slightest  benefit  to  the  coiintry. 
Senators  Jos^  Hyginoand  Saldanha  Marinhomoved 
that  Ihe  bill  should  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance,  which  should  be  authorited  to  confer  with 
the  committee  designated  for  thi^  purpose  by  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies.  After  some  remarks  from 
Senators  .\merico,Lobo  and  Ramiro  Barcellos,  who 
opposed  the  motion,  the  latter  was  adopted. 
Chamber  of  -y?/rt/iW.— Deputy  Marciano  de ' 
Magalhaes  said  that,  in  view  of  the  irritation  caused 
in  Parana  by  the  bill  now  in  discussion  in  the 
Chamber  for  fixing  the  boundary,  between  that 
stale  and  Santa  Cathadna,  he  deemed  it  advisable 
that  the  discussion  should  be  postponed.  Deputy 
Serzedello  defended  the  currency  bill.  A  motion 
offered  by  Deputy  Arisiides  Lobo  for  the  appoini- 
ment  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  Chamber  and 
Senate  to  report  on  the  subject  was  adopted. 
Deputy  Antonio  Azeredo,  in  speaking  on  the 
budget  of  the  department  of  foreign  a/Tairs,  said 
that  the  Brazilian  diplomatic  corps  is  composed  of 
monarchists. 

September  z^.—Setiate.—A  resolution  offered 
by  Senator  Pinlifiro  Guedes  for  the  use  of  phono- 
graphy instead  of  stenography  in  reporting  the 
debates  of  the  Senate,  was  rejected.  Senator 
Amaro  Cavalcanti  censured  the  government  for  in- 
creasing without  legislative  authorization  the 
number  of  customhouse  employes.  Senator Quin- 
tino  Bocayava  moved  that  Senator  Pedro  Paulino 
be  requesiedto  withdraw  his  resignation.  Ckimbtt 
o/De}uiui.— The  Chamber  of  Deputies  adopted  the 
minority  reporl  presented  by  Deputy  Francisco 
Glycerio  denying  leave  for  the  prosecution  of 
Deputy  Espirilo  Santo.  On  receipt  of  the  incom- 
patibility bill  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Senate,  Deputy  Jos6  Mariano  moved  that,  in  view 
of  the  illegal  manner  in  which  the  bill  had  passed 
in  that  house,  the  Chamber  should  dechne  to  take 
cognizance  of  it.  The  president  refused  to  receive 
this  motion  and  referred  the  bill  to  the  committee 
on  legislation.  The  Chamber  rejected  amotion  of 
Deputy  Juao  de  Siqueira  appealing  from  this 
decision  and  requiring  the  bill  to  be  discussed  on 
the  following  da^.  The  following  deputies  were

The  yur 
Hd/adds  that  by  the  terms  of  its  contract  the  liank 
is  obliged  to  conform  to  the  legislation  of  the 
country,  the  government  being  empowered  by  that 
contract  to  order  the  Iiqui(lalion  of  the  bank  on 
proof  of  any  infringement  of  the  agreement. 

—Why  should  the  Chamber  feel  obliged  lo  in- 
clude Mr.  Mayrink  in  all  its  hank  and  currency 
commitlees  ?  When  his  bank  was  to  Iw  investi- 
gated, he  was  made  one  of  the  investigators;  and 
now  that  bis  currency  ideas  are  to  be  studied,  he  is 
called  upon  to  help  to  do  it.  If  Mr.  Mayrtnk's 
banking  and  currency  ideas  are  at  the  bottom  of 
the  difficulties  which  I)eset  us,  would  it  not  be  bel- 
ter (o  decline  that  eentleman's  further  valuable 
assistance  until  the  investigation  is  finished  ? 

—At  the  second  meeting,  held  on  the  2nd  inst., 
of  the  joint  committee,  tor  framing  a  bill  on  banks 
of  issue,  Conde  de  Figueiredo  read  a  long  refula- 
tion  of  the  report  of  Garao  de  Lucena  on  the 
financial  situation.  He  was  answered  by  Coun- 
cillor Mayrink,  who  endeavored  to  prove  that  the 
Baron's  plan  i^i  the  only  solution  for  the  financial 
problems  of  the  hour.  Senator  Jos^  Hygino  also 
'  spoke  on  the  question  and  presented  a  series  of 
nine  questions  (o  serve  as  a  basis  for  discussion. 
The  senator  accepts  the  sum  ot  600^000,000$  as  a 
limit  for.  the  issue  of  paper  money,  including 
therein  treasury  notes  and  isstle  of  local  banks. 
He  is  opposed  to  any  attempt  at  redemption,  which 
he  does  not  consider  feasible,  and  he  regards  an 
irredeemable  currency  as  a  necessary  evil.  He 
thinks  thatabankofissueshould  limit  its  operations 
to  discounts,  deposits  and  issue.  He  is  opposed  to 
the  conversion  of  the  gold  deposits  into  bonds. 
He  thinks  that  the  Banco  d»  Republica  is  unable  to 
perform  the  obligations  that  are  imposed  upon  it 
by  the  government's  plan. 


—  Is  It,  or  IS  It  not  true  that  Minister  Lucena 
now  listens  lo  no  other  counsel  than  that  of 
Mr.  Mayrink  ? 

—The  Jorml  Ho  Commeido  of  4(11  published 
ihe  text  of  the  report  on  the  fmancinl  situation 
presented  to  the  joint  commission  by  Sr,  Figuei- 
redo. It  embodies  the  same  iileas  presented  to 
ibe  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

—The  balance  of  cash  in  the  Banco  do  Brazil 
oil  the  30th   ult.  was  49,874.000$,  or  very  near 

"ip  sum  reported  at  the  emt  of  August.  And 
sliil  the  cry  is  for  more  money  !  Instead  of  print- 
ii'g  more,  why  not  get  this  dead  capital  into 
circulation  ? 

— The  i>ros))ect  of  being  obliged  to  pay  import 
duties  in  gold  on  and  after  Ihe  15th  inst.  is  creat- 
ing a  great  deal  of  anxiety  among  importers.

Coffee.— The  market  has  apparently  laken  ihe  following 
posiliim;  exporters  find  thai  the  (aciliiies  for  shipping  do  uoi 
permit  of  more  than  a  d.iily  average  of  15,000  bags  and 
resitict  their  purchases  to  what  they  estimate  can  be  shipped 
within  the  time-  stipulated  by  their  engagements.
